Fifteen-Year Study Begun in Evanston 


The Evanston City Council passed a 
resolution at the regular City Council 
meeting on November 5, 1945, approv- 
ing the plans of the City Health Depart- 
ment to conduct a study on public health 
dentistry. Studies made by dentists on 
the staff of the United States Public 
Health Service during the past ten years 
have revealed that dental decay is much 
less common in communities in which 
fluorine is found as a natural element in 
the public drinking water supply. In a 
study in suburbs around Chicago, it was 
found that the children of Evanston, 
Oak Park and Waukegan, whose drink- 
ing water comes from Lake Michigan 
which is fluorine free, had approximately 
two and one-half times more dental de- 
cay as children in Aurora, Elmhurst, 
Joliet and Maywood. These latter cities 
have approximately one part per million 
of fluorine as a natural constituent of 
the drinking water, which comes from 
deep artesian wells. The investigators 
stated that it was reasonable to believe 
that dental decay in communities such 
as Evanston could be substantially re- 
duced by adding one part per million 
of fluorine to the public drinking water 
supply. Fluorine is an odorless and taste- 
less chemical, and is harmless when em- 
ployed in a concentration of one part 
per million. 

The Evanston Health Department be- 
came interested in a dental research proj- 
ect in this community for the purpose 
of finding out if addition of fluorine to 
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the water would reduce dental decay to 
a degree comparable to that in cities 
where the chemical occurred naturally. 
Accordingly, the Commissioner of Health 
requested the North Suburban Branch of 
the Chicago Dental Society and the 
North Suburban Branch of the Chicago 
Medical Society to appoint committees 
to consider such a study, and to make 
recommendations as to procedure. Dr. 
H. T. Dean, a public health dentist on 
the staff of the United States Public 
Health Service with broad experience in 
this field, addressed a meeting of both 
of the societies and discussed his experi- 
ence in this field. After due considera- 
tion of the project by both professional 
groups, they recommended to the Com- 
missioner of Health that such a study be 
carried out in Evanston under carefully 
controlled conditions, and stated that 
they were willing to support and interpret 
the study to the public. 

The study was begun on December 1, 
1945, and is being conducted and 
financed jointly by the Evanston Health 
Department, the Walter G. Zoller Me- 
morial Dental Clinic of the University 
of Chicago, and the Department of Pub- 
lic Health Dentistry of the Illinois State 
Health Department. Dr. J. Roy Blayney, 
Director of the Zoller Clinic, is in gen- 
eral supervision of the study. The super- 
intendents of schools have agreed to 
cooperate in making dental examina- 
tions of school children. An examining

ARE FLUORINE STUDIES JUSTIFIED? 


Enough progress has been made in research on dento-fluorine relationships 
to enable the dentist, who keeps abreast of the times, to give intelligent answers 
to the queries which are fired at him constantly by his patients. Most everyone 
knows that the intake of excessive amounts of fluorine containing substances 
from the drinking water during the ages when teeth are being formed causes 
mottled enamel. The lay press keeps this fact before the public constantly. So, 
naturally, this same public is a bit skeptical when projects contemplating the 
addition of fluorine to the drinking water are publicized. 


There are, however, a few facts about fluorine intake that should be borne in 
mind. In communities where the proportion of fluorides in the water supply 
is not far below the minimal threshold of mottling, which, by the way, is one 
part per million, the caries rates are comparatively low. Whenever the drinking 
water contains less than this one part per million of fluorides, or none at all, the 
caries rates are relatively high. In other words, enamel of sound teeth contains 
a greater proportion of fluorine in combination with it than enamel of carious 
tecth. These facts are irrefutable. 


It is reasonable to suppose that during the period of tooth development the 
fluorides are essential to the formation of normal enamel because such enamel 
has a high degree of resistance. There is apparently some dispute among re- 
search workers as to the best way of acquiring the fluorine content. Some claim 
that the topical application of fluoride solutions to teeth will induce a protective 
incorporation of fluorine in enamel that is deficient in this element. This 
method obviously has its drawbacks, inasmuch as the patient must present 
himself to the dentist for treatment regularly. Others claim that the addition of 
fluorides in physiological proportions to the domestic water supply assures inges- 
tion of enough fluorine for the development of normal, sound enamel. The 
wholesale prevention of dental caries by this method offers an easy way out, if it 
works. It is simple, economical, practical and universally applicable, and no 
individual effort is required. 


The history of preventive medicine is full of instances where a natural 
occurring phenomenon has been utilized to control disease in various forms. 
Controlling dental caries en masse is a step in the right direction. Investigators 
point out that one doesn’t have to know the full action of an agent in order to 
start experimental studies. Today the possibility of controlling what is some- 
times called one of the two most prevalent diseases known to man (the other is 
the common cold), at less cost per year per person than the price of a tooth 
brush, certainly stirs the imagination. 


Demonstration studies, designed to test the effectiveness of the addition of 
one part per million of sodium fluoride to the communal water supplies in 
respect to partial control of dental caries, are under way in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan; Newburgh, New York, and Evanston, Illinois. Grand Rapids and 
Evanston both use the fluorine-free Lake Michigan water. Because the Evan- 
ston project is close at hand, members of the Chicago Dental Society will watch 
it with interest. A full report of the study to date has been prepared by Evan- 
ston’s Commissioner of Health, Dr. Winston H. Tucker, and appears elsewhere 
in this issue.—James H. Keith.

HIGH STANDARDS SET 
BY COUNCIL ON 
DENTAL THERAPEUTICS 


The Council on Dental Therapeutics 
of the American Dental Association has 
been emphasizing, during the past year, 
the necessity of high standards for the 
composition and marketing of dental 
drugs. At its annual meeting, a few 
months ago, the Council discussed a 
variety of subjects and made some per- 
tinent observations. 

The Council voted not to accept 
patient-controlled analgesia devices until 
such a time as their safety is more ade- 
quately demonstrated. The members of 
the Council felt that general anesthesia 
is sometimes a hazardous procedure and 
that only those persons who are properly 
trained should administer it. 

Acceptable to the Council were cer- 
tain water-soluble vitamins such as, thia- 
mine chloride, riboflavin and _ nicotinic 
acid. It was recognized that some den- 
tal patients are not in normal health 
and might not be able to assimilate a 
well-balanced diet and therefore need 
added vitamins. The Council recom- 
mended that, where practical, the pa- 
tient’s physician be consulted in these 
cases. 

The Council has accepted many 
brands of penicillin, as previously re- 
ported, but adopted a conservative at- 
titude toward the drug. Penicillin does 
have a place in dentistry, it was admitted, 
but the scientific literature is still some- 
what sketchy. Several brands of troches 
are being considered for acceptance. 

None of the fluoride products which 
are proposed for topical use in prevent- 
ing dental caries has been adopted by 
the Council. Experimentation by quali- 
fied scientists is encouraged, however. 
The incorporation of fluorides in public 
water supplies under adequate dental, 
medical and engineering control, as is 
being done currently in a number of 
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cities, points strongly to the possibility 
of partially controlling dental caries by 
this method, according to the Council 
report. 


CHILD HEALTH SERVICES 
IN ILLINOIS 


The pediatricians of Illinois are ask- 
ing the dentists of the State to cooper- 
ate with them in their Study of Child 
Health Services, part of a nation-wide 
study sponsored by the American Acad- 
emy of Pediatrics. The Illinois Study 
has been set up to work through existing 
channels of the State professional organi- 
zations and allied groups, wherever pos- 
sible. 

The objective of the Study is: “To 
make available to all mothers and chil- 
dren in the United States all essential 
preventive, diagnostic and curative medi- 
cal services of high quality, which used 
in cooperation with other services will 
make this country an ideal place for 
children to grow into responsible citi- 
zens.” 

Reliable information on present serv- 
ices to children is scattered and incom- 
plete. Therefore the purpose of this 
Study is to get complete data on all pub- 
lic and private health services to chil- 
dren. When this information has been 
compiled and tabulated, it will be avail- 
able to local authorized groups to use 
as a basis for sound planning for child 
care. 

No study of child health services would 
be complete without the information the 
dentists can supply. Therefore each den- 
tist will receive a short one page form, 
with the request to answer the questions 
and return it to the State Study Office at 
1465 Sherman Avenue, Evanston, IIli- 
nois. The information will be confiden- 
tial. Procedures in compiling data have 
been arranged whereby identities of in- 
dividuals will be lost. 

In states where the Study has been 


finished or is in progress, the response 
from the dentists has been excellent. It 
is hoped and expected that the dentists 
of Illinois will excel all previous records 
and make a one hundred per cent return 


of their schedules to the Study Office.

BUREAU OF STANDARDS 
REVISES DENTAL BUR 
NUMBERS 


On September 1, 1945, the revised 
recommendation of the National Bureau 
of Standards relative to dental burs be- 
came effective. This recommendation, 
when first issued, called for a reduction 
in the number of standard burs from 75 
to 18. Thereupon, the War Production 
Board limited the manufacture of stand- 
ard burs to this number for the period 
of the emergency. Now that the emer- 
gency is over manufacturers will be al- 
lowed to increase the number of burs 
from 18 to 47. Conferences were held 
with officials of the War Production 
Board and Government and _ civilian 
users, and it is expected that with this 
increase the industry will be enabled to 
meet normal peacetime requirements. 


CONTROL OF 
BARBITURATES 


Misuse of the barbiturates is fast be- 
coming a national scandal, according to 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. Very useful when prescribed by a 
physician or dentist, these drugs are 
dangerous when used without medical 
supervision. In fact numerous suicides 
can be laid at their door. 

A few states have satisfactory laws 
dealing with the use of the barbiturates 
but many, including Illinois, have not. 


The Association would make it a mis- 
demeanor punishable by fine or impris- 
onment to have the drugs in one’s pos- 
session, unless there is evidence to prove 
that they have been obtained by pre- 
scription. Much more satisfactory con- 
trol can be assured by universal state 
regulation than by the present more or 
less loose Federal control, the Association 
declares. 


AMERICAN HOSPITAL 
ASSOCIATION APPROVES 
DENTAL STANDARDS 


The “Basic Standards of Hospital Den- 
tal Service Required of Approved Hos- 
pitals” has been approved as a recom- 
mendation for Department of Dentistry 
in all hospitals by the following commit- 
tees of the American Hospital Associa- 
tion: The Council on Professional prac- 
tice, The Coordinating Committee, and 
the Board of Trustees of the American 
Hospital Association. 

This plan was prepared and written by 
the Executive Committee of the Hospital 
Dental Service Committee. Valuable 
suggestions and criticisms were submitted 
by other members of this committee, by 
members of dental departments in var- 
ious hospitals, and by R. C. Buerki, 
Chairman of the Council of Professional 
Practice of the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, and H. V. Hullerman, Secretary. 


HOMO SAPIENS, 
PRODUCT OF EVOLUTION 


Anthropologists agree that in another 
million years man will make a few ad- 
justments and will lose some of his non- 
essentials, such as the third molar and 
the little toe. In fact, his wisdom teeth 
are in the act of vanishing right now. 
Some people have none at all. Their 
disappearance shouldn’t make us feel 
badly for it will be a relief to the rest of 
our teeth and result in less crowding 
(and less work for the orthodontist).

team of three dentists, one nurse and two 
dental x-ray technicians are devoting 
full time to the project. Parents of the 
children to be examined have cooperated 
with marked enthusiasm, and 99% of the 
questionnaires requesting basic data have 
been returned. 

In order to determine the present inci- 
dence of tooth decay in Evanston, all 
school children in the age range of 6 to 
8 and 12 to 14 years inclusive will be 
examined before fluorine in the concen- 
tration of one part per million is added 
to the drinking water. Reexaminations 
will be made at one or two year intervals 
and the results compared as the study 
progresses. The study will be continued 
until at least one group of children who 
have been exposed to fluorine through- 
out their entire life—prenatal and post- 
natal—have reached the age of 14 years. 
Each examination is made with care in 
order that as many as possible of the very 
early signs of dental decay may be found 
and recorded. 

An x-ray examination of all the teeth 
is made at the time of the clinical exam- 
ination for the purpose of discovering 
evidences of decay which are too small 
to be recognized by clinical methods. 
Chemical analyses of the food available 
in Evanston markets will be made from 
time to time in order to determine the 
fluorine content. Frequent chemical 
analyses will be made for determination 
of the fluorine content of water samples 
taken from all parts of the city. Decidu- 
ous teeth which are shed and permanent 
teeth which must be extracted will be 
used to determine the amount of fluorine 
deposited in the dental tissues. Such a 
detailed study will give considerable in- 
formation of value on the control of den- 
tal decay by the use of public health 
methods.
